Applicants direct the Examiner's attention to the \ 
litigation between an assignee of the present application, 
Ortho-McNeil Pharmaceutical, Inc., and Affymax, Inc., case no.

This litigation is 
currently pending. \ 

In the Complaint as originally filed on September 23, 
2004, Affymax alleges incorrect inventorship and ownership 
over the claims in a number of patents and patent applications 
including the present application Serial Number 09/863,600 
('600 application).
